Napoleon III. lo visit the Imposition 
Uuiversello 111 1867. The sultan 
ivished very much to I p'. but it 

whs necessary to know whether the 

canons of Islam would permit it. 
I'he iilemas and the doctors of the 

Koran assembled under the presi 
lenev of Sheik ul Islam, and after 
mature deliberation lhe\ decided that 

Mohammed would not lake nlTonsc at 

ihis journey to a foreign country pro- 
vided the sultan placed in his shoes 
some dirt from t'ouslaul inpole, so 
i hat lie mi"Jil not. walk upon any 
thing e\tV|it. O toman soil. Abdul 
Al I then departed with his territory 
under bis foci, which had to accom 
iitttiy him everywhere he went. 

After France, lie visitod England. 
LVue Turk that he was, the sultan did 

not deign to be astonished at any 
illillg Ncvort holes-', he at heart ad 
in i red very much the Crystal Palace 
in London, but he did not allow his 
admiration to be manifest; but, on ro- 
i urniug boine be ordered that, there 
lie c nisi ruoiod. on the little hill that 
overlooks foheragau, an orangery like 
I he famous British edifice. 

From England were brought mate- 
rials, ftrohitectl, masons, and glaziers, 
who Worked day and night; for his 
highness hid it made known that lie 
was ill ft huirv, and soon the proinen 
adois on the Bisplmnis saw glistening 
in I ho sun I lie lac simile, the counter-

live millions of francs (Jive million 
dollars) were sink ill this sultanesqiie 
whim. 

When the edifice was completed. 
Abdul Aziz, followed by his stall in 
lace and jewels, went lo vimi it of- 
lieidlv. lie expressed his sal isfaci ion 
by ft iflmk jic (.very good), which was 
soon translated into decorations for 
the architects and into gratuities for 
i he workmen. 

A few weeks latter the Crystal l'al 
aoe no longer existed. Eight months 
dad boon required to build it ■ only 
live days were required Lo destroy it, 
li is true that the demolition cost 

forty thousand fiances, which is an 
onoiinous tAVillR upon the cost of 
Oonstmotinn. What had happened?

The following is from Bmile Julli- 
ards article in the April Cosmopolitan 
on " Life Beneath the Crescent :" 

Marriage receivi ely more 

attention among the Tuiks than birth 
and death, and I here is but little 
embarrassment from the ftdmluistra- 
live formalities that precede and 
accompany this solemn act in the 
West. There are no bans, n<« 
announcements, no registrations. A 
mau obtains a wife- just as be would 
buy ft bouquet ; hut neither the buyer 
nor the seller, nor the intermediary, 
a-ks for a receipt. As it, is forbidden 
a man to enter ihe harem of another 
(even :f be wore ft near relative of the 
latter) to sec a young woman and la k 
with her, there are no marriages for 
love and no engagciiieii's. One father 
meets another fattier, and says to him : 
•• You have a son and I have a daugh- 
ter. If the mother of your son knows 
my daughter, lei us strike a bargain : 
it she docs not know her, let them see 
each other, and then let ns close np 
the liut nors." The conditions are 
di.-eusscd, the dowry haggled over, 
thou all the arrangements between 
i be parents are made and the vonng 
people introduced to each other. 

Lot us add iu passing, thai among 
us the marriages that are contracted 
in the greal capitals of Europe, 
especially in Paris, do not deput far 
from this programme. In l-'tance. 
however, a man is .-till allowed lo In 
bold the object for the acquisition of 
which negotiations are iu progress. 
In Turkey this is forbidden ; there, 
marriage tea lottery indeed. 

Turkish girls are promised usually 
when they are very young, even at a 
tender age, when ihev are only three 
or four years old. If the young bride 
should happen to die before her mar- 
riage, or be required for the sultan's 
harem — for it may be premised that 
this is a oaee that breaks all engage- 
moms, and is esteemed as a gival 
honor liy parents — the intended hus- 
band is not ex|MCted lo weep over 
what be loses, for he has never seen 
it. When the young girl leaches her 
twelfth or thirteenth year, or some 
what later, her fourteenth year, she 
receives the nuptial blessing, and the 
lin-band cniinot see the faco of his 
wife until after that ceremony. 

\o woman, not even the wife, takes 
pari In the solemnity of marriage, 
which is effected by prose, delegated 
loan uncle or to an elder brother, 
often with a full beard, who plats ihe 
role of the bride. Tho parents of 'the 
couple sign the contract before the 
uikiiii of their quarter, iu the presence 
of a few friends, who act as witnesses. 
The nuptials are then celebrated by 
the families with ft calmness and 
gravity ihat would be as lettable for 
a funeral as for a wedding. 

The sexes never mingle at these 
fool!" But (lie Sllltatt bad acquired al festivals. The men take t heir pleasure 
taste for destroying things. For a tin silence in their ulamlik ; the 



ranks with them above dainty food 
and domestic cleanliness. The blend 
ing and association of colors exhibited 
in their dresses is very interesting and 
not a little peculiar to the Gentile 
eye. No contrast to the Mongol eye 
is too striking ; no mass of colors too 
glaring, and no single shade too vivid. 
Nor are the women alone in their de- 
sire for showy dress. The men also 
delight in brilliant hues, delicate 
lavenders, golden yellows and verdant 
green. 

The young Chinese girls are particu- 
larly gay in their dress. Their love ol 
bright colors ia not limited to the 
clothes they put on, for their laces arc 
always highly crimsoned with Chinese 

red, and their hair is plastered and or- 
namented With flowers, jewelry, 
beads, laces and gaudy ribbons. 
Siimc of their costumes arc pientr- 
osque enough and the bold contrasts 
of glowing colors ore worthy of note. 
Due Oriental damsel who was airing 
herself and hoi finery simultaneously 
on Diiponi. street, wore a pale blue silk 
cat with bilge funnel like llveves, 

trimmed with black and pale yellow 
silk-braid. Her trousers were of 
lilack silk, also embroidered with pale 
yellow; her boallike sabots were em 
lii'oidered Willi blue silk, and the deep 
while soles provide an area of about 
three square inches for the maid to 
stand erect upon. Another Celestial 
maiden wis simply dressed, except 
that garment which among Christians 
is peculiar lo males was a gorgeous 
orange silk, and her stockings, evident 

ly of American make, were of red silk 
with clocks up the side. A third girl 
wore an azure blue skirt, a crimson 
coat and bright green trousers. Still 
another wore ft pale violet cloak over 
a dark blue blouse, her trousers also 
being green. A very brilliant cos- 
tume was a crimson silk coat with a 
broad band of green and red embioid 
cry running all around the skirt, neck 
and sleeves ; the trousers wore bright 
blue, and the shoes prettily embroi- 
dered iu pink and gold. A pale blue 
cloak, violet trous.'is with yellow 
trimmings, pearl-beaded head dress 
and finely- worked silver bangles on 
wi isls and ankles foi ined I he principal 
features of the costume of a small 
Mongol maiden, who hold in her hand 
the diminutive One of her small bro- 
thel' who trotted before her. The boy- 
was hardly less attractively di. 
and his pale pink silk round bat Was 
ated with a bright* red silk knob 
and Illlge tassel of the same material 
and color. Some of the smaller girls 
wore sleeveless jackets over (heir un- 
der garments, very much like the 
men. One wore a silken under-gar- 
ment with a while satin, sleeveless 
jacket, and trousers, also of the same 
soft shaded material as the. under- 
garment. One • of Ihe strangest 
dresses of all was a salmon-colored silk 
coat with lengthy skirls, from under 
which peeped out. a pair of bright- 
green trousers, embioidered with 

lilack and pink silk. The older wo- 
men are much more quietly drtissrjd. 
generally wearing but. one color, and 
that of a dark shade, such as violet, 
dark blue or purple. — S<m FAiucisw

A bachelor is likened to a coun- 
terfeit coin ; be is looked upon with 
suspicion even by members of his own

It is not only 
considered the safest way to get ahead 
of a rival, hut. the surest way to get a 
wife without loosing much time. 

A previous acquaintanceship be- 
tween the male and female prevents 
i hem from marriage. For lilts reason 
a man seldom weds a girl of his town. 
They are likewise prevented from 
marrying kins or namesakes. 

A girl is not considered anything 
else in her own father* house than an 
honored guest. She is neither re 
sponsible for the family's debts nor 
enjoys a share in his fortune, as in the 
of sons. 
Daughters depend upon their bus 
bands for fame and fortune, while 
sons depend Upon the parents and 
themselves. 

A man could borrow money on the 
strength of his having a son, but, no 
one would advance him a cent if he 
had dozen of daughters. The former 
is responsible for the debts of his 
father for three generations. The 
latter is only responsible for the debt* 
of her own hnsband 

When a Chinaman meets another 
he shakes and squeezes his own hands; 
covers Ins bead. If great friends and 
had not seen each other for a long 
lime, after the mutual hand shaking 
they would rub shoulders until they 
become tired. Instead ofa-kingeaeh 
other's health they would say: " Have 
von eaten your rice, where arc you 
going, what is your business, when 
yon get there, bow old are you, and 
how much did you pay for your 
shoes ?" 

Men wear long petticoats and carry 
Tans, while the women wear short 
jackets and carry canes. 

Boats are drawn by horses, carriages 
moved by sails. 

Old men play ball and % kites, 
while children fold their arms and 
look on. 

Schoolmasters have more powei 
over the young than parents. H 
within three years' schooling the child 
is not morally as well as intellectually 
reformed, he is sent into another 
school. 

Patents and {spectators instead of 
the children are held responsible for 
crimes committed by the latter. 

" It is better to be ignorant and 
know how to live. The principal 
ohjeot of the school is to learn how to 
live in tranquility and happiness and 
nothing more."

The episcopal service is nlways im- 
pressive, and when it baa tbe mantle 
of perfect silence thrown about it is 
particularly so. Titere are about fifty 
deaf-mutes in Chicago, who worship 
once a month in St. James's church, 
Oass and Huron streets. The Rev. 
A. W, Mann, himself a deaf mme, who 
has been nearly twelve yeara in the 
puplii, is the rector, his field embrac- 
ing the entire country bounded by tbe 
Alleghanies on the east, the Ohio river 
on tbe south, and Kansss on the west. 
Of the 86.000 deaf mutes in the 
United Siatew, 3,000 are rommnni 
cants in the various dioceses which the 
Rev. Dr. Maun ministers to. 

"Choose ye this day w) o n ye will 
serve," was Dr. Mann's text yesterday. 
There was prayer — silent prayer — 
offered by the lingers, while the piano 
in the room below pealed forth a sab 
bath school melody, joined by a hun- 
dred voices, but the noise did not din 
turb tbe silent worshipers. Then tbe 
litany was repeated, ihe congregation 
responding in pantomime concert — no 
choir, no organ, no music to stir the 
son) to religions thoughts. And then, 
when the rector had fairly launched ont 
in his tertnon, and from appearances 
was growing eloquent, the a'tfe of Dr. 
Vibbert came into tbe room with her 
large bible class of young ladies, and 
ihe noise that usually attends sneb 
exercises was begun, but the discourse 
went on unceasingly, the fingers of the 
Ri-v. Dr. Mann jerking, and jumping, 
and clutching, and gesticulating with 
almost lighting rapidity. His auditors 
watched their movements with ihe 
most intense interest, their faces sosso 
limes clouded as if listening to the de- 
scription of some horrible thing, and 
then again an expression of joy would 
seem to follow some dexterous move 
meet of the silent preacher.
